VITAMINS 


AND GRAY HAIR 


Q. /* there a vitamin which prevents gray 
hair? 
A. No. Several years ago it was found that one 
of the B vitamins would prevent gray hair in cer- 
tain laboratory animals on deficient diets. This 
raised great hope that it would work similarly 
in humans. Unfortunately, it did not. 


TEETHING LOTIONS 


Q. Of what value are teething lotions or 
powders in helping babies cut teeth? 
A. There is little or no evidence that applications 
of lotions, powders, etc. to the gums of teething 
infants is beneficial. 
Most authorities contend 


that the majority of children have littje or no 
difficulty during "teething", a contention with 
which most mothers disagree. "Teething rings" 
are sometimes recommended and may be of some 
help. When the gums are not oversensitive, mild 
massage may afford relief. This can be done two 
or three times a day by the mother.
